them will leave tomorrow night from 
Philadelphia on the army transport 
Meade already on its way from New­ 
port News for the purpose. 
The se­ 
cond thousand will start from Nor­ 
folk on the naval transport Prairie, 
whi-ch it is expecter] will clear Wed­ 
nesday. 
The marines marines will 
be drawn from the barracks at Nor­ 
folk, Washington, Philadelphia, New 
York, Portsmouth, Boston and Char- 
* 
lestou. 
Guantanamo is the Present object­ 
ive point of the marines who will lie 
established in camp in connection 
with the fleet under the cornand of 
Real»-Admiral 
Badger. 
Whether 
these men will get 
further 
than 
Guantanamo will depend upon Mexi­ 
can developments. 
Besides the movement of marines 
two army transports were ordered 
tonight tty proceed at once from New­ 
port 
News 
to 
Galveston, 
Texas, 
where they might be close at hand 
for the movement of troops from the 
herder should any unexpected em er­ 
gency arise. 
Barly in the day the 
third cavalry at Fort San Houston 
was directed to hold itself In readi­ 
ness to entrain for Galveston pre­ 
pared for foreign service.

President Taft is plainly worried 
*by the fact that although he has only 
15 ore days to serve 'in the white 
house the situation in Mexico shows 
little signs of becoming less trouble 
some.

sire to leave over for Mr. Wilson tile 
settlement of this country’s relations 
with Mexico, but he is decidely op­ 
posed to taking any measures himself 
unless extremely 
provocated,

him to it. 
The president told friends 
to day what a difficult thing it would

17.— '“Joaquin’’ Miller, the poet of 
the Sierras, died today in his one- 
room cabin which he built with his 
own hands in the Piedmonts many 
years ago, with hk> daughter Juanita 
Miller, and his wife, who were with 
him. 
The end came at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon with warm sunshine 
hooding the room where lay the au­ 
thor of “Songs of the Sunland.’’ 
Death came slowly upon the vener­ 
able poet. He became 
unconscious 
Thursday after a lingering 
illness 
which began when he succumbed to 
an attack of paralysis two years ago. 
His wife and daughter were eura- 
moned at that time from the east 
and had been with him since. 
The 
weakness of old age had crept upon 
him and although he worked 
at 
times, he rarely ventured from “ The 
Heights,’’ as he called his mountain 
retreat.

* 
One Poem Unfinished. 
For many years ‘ The Heights” has 
been the mecca of lovers of Juaquin 
M illers poetry. 
He always receiv­ 
ed his guests graciously and loved to 
tell in a vein of quaint humor of 
the old, adventureous 
days which 
he memoralized in his verses. 
His 
faculties were undimmed until al­ 
most the end, and he worked at in­ 
tervals upon a poem which he said 
was to he the most momentous work 
of his life. 
He guarded the poem 
with the utmost secrecy and not even 
hbi wife and daughter knew its sub­ 
ject. 
Hope of saving his life ended yes­ 
terday when the attending physician 
announced that the end was only a 
matter of a few days. 
At noon to­ 
day 
life 
was 
barely 
discernible. 
Sensility was the only cause of death 
Hie physician could give.

inac­ 
curate. 
“ I never expected anything 
less 
than thiss," commented Madero 
on 
Tuft’s message. I regard it as satis­ 
factory and friendly.” 
The fighting continued 
through­ 
out tile day, but the federal guns 
were quite as ineffective us ever in 
dislodging the rebels from the en­ 
trenched 
and 
fortified 
positions. 
Furthermore the federals did 
not 
show’ 
the 
same 
aggressiveness 
which characterized their action in 
the early days of the battl . This is 
believed to be due to the fact that 
they realize that for the present the 
governmen forces are not of suf­ 
ficient strength to defeat the rebels. 
General Heurta announced however, 
that he xpected soon to begin an 
encircling 
movement 
in 
which 
bombs would be used at short range, 
General Blanquet is loyal to the 
government and will be placed in 
command of the reserves at the n a ­ 
tional palace. 
Both on Sunday and today Ma­ 
dero appeared sanguine of the ulti­ 
mate success of the federal 
army. 
He declared that the outlook 
was 
optimistic and that he hap the sup­ 
port of the people. 
In his opinion, Zapata, the guer­ 
rilla leader, is not in favor of Diaz 
in the present movement.

Gibson of Vancouver, IU O., who a r ­ 
rived here today direect from Mexico 
City.

Weiss was struck by a bullet at the 
knee, the ball coming out at the 
hip hut not touching the bone.

As 
to mental attributes, the child was 
not moral or immoral but unmoral 
The 
formative period including 
the ages from 9-12, taking In the 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades 
cf 
school. 
Under the head of physical 
attributes Mr. P u r r treated the fol­ 
lowing subjects: 
( I ) Relation fo 
slow growth; 
(2 ) energy constant­ 
ly overflowing; (3) internal changes 
«n brain organization; (4) the habit 
forming period; (f>) time for piano 
drill, 
and 
grasping 
of 
foreign 
languages; (6) child not susceptible 
to disease or fatigue. Under the head 
of mental attributes Mr. Purr show­ 
ed at this period the child’s source 
of knowledge was objective rather 
than subjective. 
It was ako the 
stage when the memory was af its 
very hest, also the capacity for logi­ 
cal reasoning passes gradually from 
the 
nascent 
condition 
until 
the 
period of adolescence. 
It was also 
the time to develop moral habits, 
Tile A dolescence P er bx!. 
Mr. Purr divided the years from 
12 to 18 as those of the adolescence 
period. 
This was the 
time 
when 
great physical changes took 
Place, 
when 
nervous 
disintegration, 
fatigue, anaema, adult diseases nnd 
social dissipation field sway. 
The 
muscles 
grow 
faster 
than 
bone, 
hence awkwardness. 
There was big 
growth in the heart, blood pressure 
greater, lungs and chest also de­ 
veloped fast. 
T h ere was increase^ 
vitality, yet it was followed by loss 
due to tremendous changes . Under 
these rapid changes, of nervousness, 
sleepiness, 
periodical 
laziness, 
teachers and parents should 
thor­ 
oughly 
understand 
and 
tolerate 
these change*. 
Mr. Purr went 
Into 
detail in 
Humming up th** mental attributes of 
the adolescence period. 
He 
said 
that at this period the boy or girl 
was 
given over to emotional 
In­ 
stability, 
moody 
with 
impulses 
changing. 
There was a tendency to 
reverie, self-consciousness, 
self-us- 
serting and dream s 
of 
greatness. 
There was a great tendency to Imi­ 
tate and the Idea of hero worship 
was strong. 
Mr. P u rr also 
stated 
that this was the time in life when 
parents and teachers should look to 
the religious sides of the boy and 
girl as this factor iii these 
years 
was the strongest, 
At this period the student was 
a k o subject to tho stings of ridicule, 
.sarcasm 
and 
oth er 
insinuations. 
Also possessed a keen sense of hum ­ 
or, great confidence In self more 
than in his parents. 
Enthusiastic
